Rockefeller Again in a Wrangle 


With Chairman of Commission Over 


Former's Conduct of Colorado Strike

Washington, May 22.—With only 


four members of the industrial rela- 
tions commission present, Chairman 
Walsh today resumed his 
vigorous 


cross-examination of John D. Rocke- 
feller, Jr., on his relation to the in- 
dustrial warfare in the coal fields 
of Colorado. Mrs. J. Borden Harri- 
man, who protested against the, at- 
titude of Walsh in his examination 
of Rockefeller, was one of those ab- 
sent. 


Mr. 
Rockefeller 
reiterated 
his 


opinion that when 
the 
authorities 


failed to protect life and property, 
the private citizen had the right to 
use force to protect himself, He ar- 


gued that the use of force against an 
officer would be justified only in 
circumstances which would assure a 
finding of innocence in a court of 
law and in spite of a long wrangle 
with the chairman, steadfastly 
re- 


fused to add to the statement. 


Walsh read a letter to Rockefeller 


by L. M. Bowers in September, 1913, 
saying: 


"Old 'Mother' Jones has been on 


the ground for two weeks, but we 
understand the governor has order- 
ed her to be taken to the state line 
and to be told not to return." 


Walsh then read part of Rockefel- 


ler's letter to Bowers, 
saying 
he 


would'back the mine officials in ev- 
erything they did and asked if it was 


not written alter deportations had 
occurred. 


"Will you be kind enough to read 


all of my letter?" Rockefeller de- 
manded. 


"I can't do that at this time," said 


Walsh, "but any letters you desire to 
read you may submit after I have 
concluded my examination."

Hale in similar circumstances, there 
will be few even among his enemies 
who will not sympathize with

If to be a spy is honorable and 


legitimate, there can be nothing in- 
glorious in a spy's heroic death, and 
suicide is rarely heroic.

number of bills presented and passid 
the Eighty-first general assembly did 
not differ in any great derive from its 
predecessors. 
A total ot 
i,n;i 
l.) bills 


were filed, as compared to liTS iu 
1913; 925 in 1911; f>:i5 in 1909. 


Every assembly in recent \ears Jas 


been swamped under the deluge of 
bills of local importance and ruany 
weeks have been consumed trying to 
sort out those of most importance. 
The others had to take their chances 
In committees and on long calendars, 
and of necessity there are many bills 
•which never are considered at all. 
Out of more than 1.000 bills of all sorts 
that were presented, laws have been 
made of a fair proportion, and more 
than as many again ha\ e been re- 
jected either in the house or the sea- 
ate. 
More than 500 have never been 


considered 
on the floor of either 


branch of the assembly. 


Lack of leadership due to the gov- 


ernor's expressed intention to main- 
tain a hands-off policy led to a confu- 
sion, and within two weeks of the time 
fixed for closing the session a num- 
ber of administration measures had 
not even been considered. Acting on 
the advice of Senator Harding and 
others, 
Governor 
Willis 
assumed 


charge and pushed the program to 
completion with rapidity, unif> ing the 
discordant elements of the majority 
In both houses. 


Considerable delay was experienced 


over the conflict between the rest of 
the administration and the attorney 
general's department over what might 
properly be termed emergency !av,s. 
and under ruling of the attorney gen- 
eral, who stood adamant, several im- 
portant bills had to be repassed to 
make them legal. 


"Ripper" Measures Prominent. 


Standing out from all tne mass of 


•work that was considered and passed 
are the so-called "ripper" measures, 
designed to o\ei throw or correct cer- 
tain actions of preceding general as- 
semblies according to statements and 
pledges of the majority ]iart\ and its 
successful candidates. 
Chief in im- 


portance in these measures is the 
Parreti-Whittemore tax 
bill, which' 


•was pasted in both houses and sign- 
ed by tne governor on May S. to go 
Into effect on Jan. 1, 1!'1C. nnless it 
shall be defeated in referendum elec- 
tion, watch is threatened by the Dem- 
ocratic state organization. The Par 
rett-Whittemore tax measure is de- 
signed to throw out of office all the 
appointive district and deputy asses- 
sors after this year's assessment shall 
have been made. 


Abolishes "Ag" Commission. 


The first of the laws to bp passed 


and signed on the administration pro- 
gram that was of importance \\as the 
Smith-Mallow bill, knocking out the 
present agricultural commission Sub- 
stituted for the commission is the 
etate board of agriculture to consist 
of ten members to make a. bipartisan 
organization.
